Aug. 24—Pres!- 
dent Roosevelt today accepted the 
resignation of Harry L. Hopkins 
as secretary of commerce and it 
was announced he will offer the 
post to Jesse H. Jones, federal loan 
administrator. 
Hopkins told the President by 
letter that he was quitting the cab­ 
inet to recover his health. 
He has 
been suffering from a stomach ail­ 
ment for nearly two years. 
The President, in reply, said the 
resignation will take effect at a 
date to be determined later. 
"You may resign the office—only 
the office—and nothing else," Mr. 
Roosevelt 
said. 
"Our friendship 
will and must go on as always." 
Stephen Early, press secretary, 
in making public the correspon­ 
dence, said that Louis Johnson, 
former assistant secretary of war, 
has under consideration an offer to 
become 
undersecretary 
of 
com­ 
merce. 
This post is now vacant 
through the resignation of Edward 
J. Noble of Connecticut, who re­ 
signed recently. 
Hopkins told the President in 
his letter that he wanted to resign 
last May because "it seemed to me 
that you and the county needed the

Palestine and Leetonia postoffices. 
The local office will be open 
every day from 8:30 a. rn. to 6 p. 
rn. except on Saturdays when it 
will close at noon. Mr. Benedum 
will be assisted by H. C. Shone, su­ 
perintendent Of mails, two typists 
and an interviewer. 
The registration 
will 
be con­ 
ducted for four months, closing 
Dec. 26. 
The registration is compulsory. 
All aliens 14 or older are required 


to comply. Alien children under 14 
must be registered by their par­ 
ents or guardians. It will be neces­ 
sary for persons with first oifisen- 
ship papers to register. Registra­ 
tion is free. 
The alien and registration act 
was passed so that the United 
States could determine accurately 
how many aliens there are. who 
they are and where they are. 
The postmasters have arranged 
for fingerprinting at main offices, 
and such classified stations, and 
other places that they deem neces­ 
sary. In case of aged or infirm per­ 
sons unable to visit the postoffice, 
postal employes will visit their 
homes and register and fingerprint 
the applicants.

Aug. 24—The Hungarian-Rumanian 
conference over Transylvania col­ 
lapsed today. 
The two delegations, admitting 
failure to find a common ground 
for continuing 
the negotiations, 
prepared to depart for Bucharest 
and Budapest. 
The collapse of the axis-inspired 
attempt to arrive at a friendly set­ 
tlement of Hungary's claims ,to 
tne 35.000-square mile province of 
Transylvania, which Rumania has 
held since the World war. came 
after the Rumanians failed to give 
a satisfactory reply to a Hungar­ 
ian demand for some concrete ter­ 
ritorial concessions. 
The Hungarians had demanded

province. 
Hungarians Ara Glum 
The Rumanians refused and of­ 
fered to exchange minority popu­ 
lations instead. 
The fact that several hundred 
thousand Hungarians live in Tran­ 
sylvania has been the focal point 
of the long Hungarian campaign 
for return of the province.

"For me It was a grew! disillu­ 
sionment," the not* said, “that, in­ 
stead of encountering face to face 
a political chi*' who was directing 
the struggle for the working claas, 
I met a man who desired only to 
satisfy his own necessities, his de­ 
sires for venegeance and his hates." 
Trotsky’s attorney, Albert Gold­ 
man of Chicago, who characterized 
Jackson as an agent of the OGPU 
(Russian secret police), said he 
will issue a statement later "to 
disprove all the lying statements of 
fact” contained in the note.

England Says Foes Routed 


Without Doing Damage 


To Capital District 


Bt Th* Annodated Prawn 
Hundreds of German bombers 
and fighter planes swarmed over 
southern England today in mass at­ 
tacks and attempted two raids on 
the London area but British auth­ 
orities said they were turned back 
by fighter planes. 
Some bombs fell in one London 
suburb. They exploded In an open 
field and did no damage. 
While the capital’s anti-aircraft 
guns raised a wall of explosive 
steel around the city. British fight­ 
ers challenged the raiders and were 
reported to have shot down one 
bomber and an escorting Messer- 
schmitt. 
Long-Range Guns Active 
British and German long-range 
guns, meanwhile, exchanged high 
explosive shells across a 22-mil# 
stretch of English channel. 
The early shelling of the Dover 
coastal area nearly smothered the 
sound of lh* advancing German 
bombers. They came over 20.000 
feet high with the sun at their 
backs. 
One formation of at leaat SR 
bombers was seen moving along 
under a cloud of Mesaerschmttt 
fighters. Other wave* followed. 
Soon the anti-aircraft guns were 
hammering away and swarms of 
British fighter* rose like wasps to 
meet the Invaders. 
Kent Coast Bombed 
Then 
the 
big 
British 
guns 
opened up on the German emplace­ 
ments across the choppy waters, 
aiming at the brief bright flashes 
of fire-visible from the high chalk 
cliffs. 
Three German shells landed orc 
the south Kent coast early In tht 
bombardment, wrecking a house la 
Dover, killing a woman and injur­ 
ing several persons. 
Other casualties were reported 
from a town In East Anglia, where 
Natl bombs dropped. 
An 
early communique, 
issued 
Jointly by the air and home secur­ 
ity, said a few German planes ap­ 
proached the London area, but did 
not get beyond the outskirts. 
At 
least three Nazi planes were re­ 
ported shot down. British fighters 
returning to their bases signaled 
aerial triumphs by "rolling" aa they 
neared home. 
Alarm s Sound In London 
The bombers got close enough to 
London to cause the air raid warn­ 
ings to sound, and thousands of 
Londoners, bound for work, had to 
scurry into air raid shelters until 
the danger passed. 
Later the thunder of gunfire aud 
bombs from the direction of the 
Thames estuary was heard in Lon­ 
don again during a second air raid 
alarm. 
A heavy barrage of anti-aircraft 
fire ringed 
the city, 
with 
th# 
heaviest flashes seen in the north­ 
east. 
Th# sound of heavy bombard­ 
ment along the Thames estuary, 
broad waterway to London, was 
heard plainly In the heart of th# 
city eveu before the alarm sirens 
■topped wailing. 
Observer* standing on rooftop# 
in the northeastern outskirts of the 
city said screaming dogfights were 
ragiug overhead between the raid­ 
ers and British fighters. 
British Merchant Ship 8unk 
Berlin announced that the Gar- 
man naval forces had sunk lh# 
"armed" British merchant vessel 
Turakina, 8,7o6 tons, in Australian 
waters, aud that submarines in th# 
last eight days have destroyed 100«- 
UUU tons of merchant shipping. 
The Turakina sent a radio call 
from 
the Tasman sea Tuesday 
night saying a surface raider bad 
attacked her. 
Soipe of the force of the German 
air attacks was thrown against the 
industrial midlands. 
Unconfirmed 
reports said the Nazis had dropped 
parachutes in addition to hundreds 
of bombs. 
The 
parachutes were Mid to 
have fallen in the midlands, where 
a small squadron of bombers loosed 
200 to 300 Incendiary bombs on a 
single area and dropped high ex­ 
plosives on a town. 
There were numerous reports of 
other Isolated bombing attacks in 
southwest and southeast England 
and south Wales.

“ (Signed) Lou." 
Kincaid said attem pt* will be 
m ade to question Mrs. W eyrauch 
today. She was in a coma when 
taken to the hospital and her talk 
ing was unintelligible, the officer 
reported.

Life At North Canton Homes

CANTON’. Aug. 24—Seventy-eight British girls and boys, late of 
Europe's war zone, have begun to adjust themselves to life in North 
Canton, far from the sound of screeching shells and terrifying dive 
bombers. 
The children completed their 3.500-mile journey Thursday, arriv­ 
ing here in special Pennsylvania -> 
Railroad cars. 
Six other children now are on 
their way to North Canton to join 
their playmates 
after being de­ 
tained at Ellis Island, at the di­ 
rection 
of United 
States 
public 
health officials, because one of the 
youngsters had a face rash and the 
others had been playing with him. 
Throngs jammed the station here 
to welcome the new arrivals. 
‘They are as grand a group of 
boys and girls as you will want to 
find,” H. W. Hoover, president of 
the Hoover Co., said of the chil­ 
dren, adding that “a few tears of 


homesickness were shed but on the 
whole the youngsters are taking 
their trip admirably.” 
The children are being cared for 
temporarily in the homes of Hoov­ 
er Co. employes in North Canton. 
Recreational activities have been 
arranged for the youngsters by 
leading civic organizations. 
Applications still are being re­ 
ceived from residents of the North 
Canton area to provide homes for 
the refugees, although offers have 
been made to assure homes for all 
of the children.

Editors, Advertisers Learn 
What People Read In Papers 


American newspaper editors were told this week that 37 percent 
of their men readers follow the society news and 37 percent of their 
women readers watch the sports pages. 
This illuminating fact was but one of many disclosed in a summary 
of 15 surveys which the Advertising Research Foundation conducted in 
towns where newspaper c irc u la tio n ---------------------------------------------- 
varied between 8,570 (Hagerstown, 
Md.) and 115.401 (Memphis). 
Editors long have realized that 
there is no such thing as IOO per­ 
cent readership of any single part 
of the paper, including advertising. 
But the survey uncovered several 
surprising things 
for 
them 
and 
facts that tended to refute conten­ 
tions which some advertisers have 
made for many years. 
The Research Foundation empha­ 
sized in its report that its disclo­ 
sures could not be considered con­ 
clusive as they only covered 15 
studies, but suggested that the find­ 
ings might indicate trends, at least. 
For instance, it discovered that 
the item that drew most attention 
from men was a news picture (not 
on the picture page)

"stopped’’ by this. 
Other "reader 
traffic stops” for men were: Oddity 
cartoons, 74 percent; the day’s best

It Makes No Sense 
O 
F COURSE the loneliness of 
life ’in a great city is tradi­ 
tional, but it never ceases to amaze 
you when you have to live that 
way. This is my 15th year in New 
York, and I ought to be used to it 
by now. but I’m not. 
Having been 
brought up in little towns, I don’t 
believe I’ll ever get used to it 
really. 
Here I am with 7,000,000 
fellow-citizens—and 
not a single 
neighbor, in the real, the friendly 
sense of the word. 
T hat’s a pretty 
pathetic state of affairs, when you 
come to think about it. 
My two most intimate friends 
live in my neighborhood—one of 
them about three blocks away, and 
the other about seven. 
I love them 
both, and you’d think I’d see them 
every day or two, but this is New 
York, so I don’t. 
We meet about 
once a week—or even once a fort­ 
night—and 
then 
only 
by 
pre­ 
arranged appointment. 
They do 
not “Just run in” to my apartment, 
nor I to theirs. 
Whenever I drive through fac­ 
tory towns, I am appalled by the 
sight of the rows upon rows of 
identical dwellings built tar the 
factory workers. I say: “Ugh, how 
monotonous! How depressing! All 
alike!” 
But the only outward dif­ 
ference 
between 
my 
own home 
and the 39 other apartments in the 
same building is the combination 
of number and letter painted on 
its door. 


I 
HAVE lived in this particular 
apartment 
house 
for 
several 
years now. 
I do not know any of 
the other people who live here— 
not to speak to; and many I do 
not even know by sight. 
I am not 
sure whether the people I encoun­ 
ter sometimes in the elevator live 
here, or whether they are visitors. 
I almost never see the same people 
twice. 
Once I read in the morning pa­ 
per that a broker living in my 
building had committed suicide in 
his apartment the night before. 
The paper did not. say which apart­ 
ment he had. and the elevator boy 
wouldn’t tell me. 
He said there 
must be some mistake. 
Nobod/ 
was dead, that he knew of. 
But the day after that they put 
the “Apartment For Rent” sign out 
on the sidewalk, and the doorman

This 
was taken as making useless the 
plea often made to newspapers, 
“Don’t bury it back near the classi­ 
fieds."

men 
read more (54 percent) of automo­ 
tive advertising than any other, but 
were almost as numerous (52 per­ 
cent) in reading tobacco advertis­ 
ing. But women gave top attention 
(66 percent) to medical advertising. 
Women likewise showed a second­ 
ary interest (55 percent) in to­ 
bacco. 
It will be observed, the report 
noted, that, readership is substan­ 
tially higher in local advertising 
than in national advertising. "Both 
show a reasonably close correlation 
between readership and size of the 
ad,” was a conclusion.

The making of pottery for cen­ 
turies has been an artisan industry. 
Until 60 years ago dishes were 
m ade in East Liverpool after the 
sam e m anner they had been m anu­ 
factured since Biblical days. 
The pull-down jigger and the fil­ 
ter presses were the first pieces of 
m achinery to be created and for 
some time their use was not univer­ 
sal. 
Many of the plants, in the 
early 
1880’s, 
used 
throw ers 
and 
slip kilns. 
T rades were handed 
from father to eon. 
A large por­ 
tion of the work was done by hand 
and virtually every potter was an 
artist. 
One of the oldest and m ost color­ 
ful of pottery trades was the w edg­ 
ing of clay. 
Every sliphouse had 
its row of wedging blocks. 
The 
w edger 
was 
usually 
a 
m an 
of 
strength. 
-Day after day he would 
lift the heavy chunks of moist clay, 
high 
above his 
head and 
bring 
them to his block with a thud! 
His skillful fingers would knead 
and pummel the m ass until all the 
air bubbles were removed. 
From 
the wedger the clay was taken to 
the Jiggerman, or In earlier days 
to the thrower, w here it was fash­ 
ioned Into ware. 
The introduction of a m achine 
to replace this ancient trade came 
as a complete surprise to the pot­ 
ters and its acceptance forms one 
of the Interesting stories of early 
pottery making. 


Wood Pulp M ill Brought Idea 
In 1880, Jam es Goodwin, a pro­ 
gressive 
young 
pottery 
m anufac­ 
tu rer from E ast Liverpool, was va­ 
cationing in W isconsin. 
During a 
sight seeing tour of a large lumber 
factory he saw an Ingenious m a­ 
chine known as a wood pulp mill. 
Wood was being fed Into the hop­ 
per and emerging as pulp from the 
bottom of the mill. 
As 
Mr. 
Goodwin 
watched 
the 
uniform operation of the device, a 
seemingly 
fantastic 
idea 
flashed 
into his mind. Could clay be fed 
into a sim ilar m achine? 
Would 
the knives be sh arp enough to find 
all the air bubbles and the pressure 
sufficient to press the clay through 
the opening at the foot of the 
m achine? 
At first the potter dismissed the 
thought as impossible. 
But the 
Idea persisted. 
H e m ade several 
trips to sea the mill and each time 
became more convinced of its prac­ 
ticability. 
Before he left W iscon­ 
sin Mr. Goodwin purchased one of 
the machines and ordered it sent 
to his factory. 
He would not be 
satisfied until he tried to wedge 
clay by that process. 
Potters W atched Installation 
A week or so after h it return 
the machine was delivered. 
It was 
an unwieldy contraption and the 
wedgers In the sliphouse watched 
its Installation with amused con­ 
tempt. 
TJie mill was sn upright type 
standing 6 feet above the floor. 
A series of shafts, sloping knives 
and in term esh in g wheels were op­ 
erated by steam from the engine 
room. 
The sliphouse was the m ost pop­ 
ular departm ent In the Goodwin 
pottery during those exciting days. 


The m ajority of the workmen, p a r­ 
ticularly the wedgers, considered 
their em ployer foolish to waste his 
money on a piece of untried m a­ 
chinery. 
T hey 
were 
certain 
it 
would not be successful. 
The mill was set solidly on a 
stone foundation 
The opening a t 
the bottom of the large cask stood 
18 Inches from the floor. E v ery ­ 
thing was in readiness for the ex­ 
periment. 
T he 
workmen 
hauled 
the leaves of clay to position by 
the 
large 
mill. 
The lever 
w as 
thrown, 
the 
wheels, 
shafts 
and 
knives sprung 
into rumbling ac­ 
tion. 
The ru g g er (as he was known 
later) folded the first leaf of clay 
and dropped It into the mill. 
T he 
crowd was breathless. Not a sound 
in the sliphouse except the th ro b ­ 
bing of the wood pulp machine. 
O ther leaves followed. 
Then from 
the hole at the bottom of the mill 
emerged a cylindrical stream 
of 
smooth clay. 
It niovpd into the 
trough and was sliced into long 
rolls. 


Duplicate Offered Other Potters 
W ithin a few days the news of 
the 
startling 
Innovation 
reached 
the ears of virtually every pottery 
m anufacturer. 
Mr. Goodwin was 
besieged with requests for Informa­ 
tion. 
His an sw er was a generous 
one. 
Jack Boyce, ow ner of the Boyce 
foundry, was Invited to copy the 
mill and to m ake duplicates for 
any potter who wished to install 
a sim ilar m achine. 
They were at 
a loss to know w hat name to give 
it. 
Finally the title "pug mill” was 
derived 
from 
the 
word 
“pug” 
which m eans "to line or fill with 
plastic clay.” 
Gradually 
the 
wedging 
block, 
the brawny wedger and the thum p 
of the clay w as replaced by the 
rhythmic 
pulsating 
of 
the 
"pug 
m ill”, which before long Invaded 
all the potteries. 
Wedging slipped 
Into obscurity and is today one of 
the lost arts of pottery making. 
The 
pattern, 
taken 
from 
the 
wood pulp machine, was used in 
the m anufacturing of pug mills for 
many years. 
After a time improve­ 
m ents w ere added, 
but 
the ele­ 
m entary principles remained 
the 
game. 
Today, the carefully ad ju st­ 


ed pug mills retain the fundam ent­ 
als of the W isconsin wood pulp 
mill which becam e the first pug 
mill in pottery making.

Citizenship is acquired by birth, 
Irrespective of rare, except to any 
parents who at the time of such 
birth were foreign diplomatic offi­ 
cers or foreign 
sovereigns. And 
citizenship is acquired by naturali­ 
zation; but a person being an allen 
who has applied for naturalization 
does not become a citizen until he 
has been admitted finally to citi­ 
zenship as required by law. 
There are several ways In which 
citizenship can be lost, except as 
provided by law when the United 
States is at war. They are; By nat­ 
uralization In a foreign state In ac­ 
cordance with its laws; by taking 
an oath of allegiance to a foreign 
state; by formal renunciation, up­ 
on marriage to a foreigner, In ac­

United States; in case of a woman, 
by marriage to an allen Ineligible 
to citizenship on or after March 
2, 1907, and before Sept. 22.
